WASHINGTON. Feb. 13.—It was more 


evident than ever Tuesday that the 
government must 
continue to 
be 


maintained by the president of the 
United States. He will get no aid from 
congress. , 


The free silrer men in the senate 


have determined to assume the_ag- 
gressive. By a vote of 6 to 5 the 
finance committee Tuesday reported 
a free coinage bill. There has never 
been any question as to the com- 
plexion of the 'finance committee, but 
the friends of free silver, conscious of 
their strength, have hitherto refrained 
from action because they understood 
that no free silver leg-islation was pos- 
sible with Mr. Cleveland in the white 
house. They declare, however, that 
the course of the administration and 
its friends has at last forced them to 
display their power. 


It was decided at a conference Tues- 


day morning- that the time had come 
to show to the countrjr exactly how 
the senate stands on th^ question of 
financial legislation, and the action of 
the committee was the result. 


The report of the majority of the 


committee is its answer to the presi- 
dent's message, and it is also a notice 
to the house that further efforts to 
change the currency is useless, and 
that the country might just as well un- 
derstand the real situation. 


The bill was reported to the senate 


by Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, who asked 
unanimous consent for its immediate 
consideration. 
The consent was re- 


fused by Senator Aldrich, and the bill 
went to the calendar, but it will be 
called up at the earliest opportunity. 


A motion to take up the bill is not 


subject to debate, and the free silver 
men have a clear majority of at least a 
dozen.

PENSION QUESTIONS. 


Rather Interesting Decisions by Assistant 


Secretary Reynolds. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
13.—Some im- 


iortant decisions on. pension questions 
lave been promulgated by Assistant 
secretary of the Interior Reynolds. In 
he case of Frederick W. Kerner, of 
^ew Jersey, Judge Reynolds holds that 
where a soldier pensioned on account 
_i deafness walks alongside of a rail- 
road track to save distance and is 
struck by a car and injured, the injury 
is primarily due to his own negligence 
and only remotely, if at all, to his own 
deafness. If he is subject to some in- 
firmity which increases the risks, it is 
held that, his obligation to avoid the 
dangerous situation is so much greater. 
To establish claim for pension increase 
because of injuries alleged to have 
been incurred by reason of the disabil- 
ity pensionable, it must be satisfac- 
torilv shown that the accident was di- 
rectly occasioned by the pre-existing 
disability afad not due to negligence 
or carelessness of the claimant. Pen- 
sion attorneys are held to be entitled 
to their fees when the evidence to es- 
tablish a claimant's right to. a pen- 
sion 
is completed.

A woman recently died in a neigh- 


boring town, and beside a granddaugh- 
ter and her cynical husband, she left a 
few relatives »nd fSO in gold with other 
things. The woman, says the Worces- 
ter Gazette, was over 95 when she 
died, and the tSO included her wedding 
presents. Like many persons^in those 
days, she held fast to the shining ea- 
gles, and had had' them for nearly 77 
years. When she died, of course, the 
birds were distributed among the heirs. 
The cynical husband, who was married 
to the old lady's favorite granddaugh- 
ter, mused upon the 180 in gold and 
stripped his thoughts of all sentiment, 
as he speculated in his mind what 
might have been. He has riot quite got 
through figuring yet, and his constant 
query is, if grandmother, had only put 
that $80 in the bank when she first got 
it, what a clutch of golden eagles we 
would have now! He mused on this as 
he got ready on cold mornings to go to 
work, and hia favorite topic of thought 
was suggested as he jingled a nickel 
and a bunch of keys looking for his car 
fare. 
Then he began to figure that 


money at 6 per cent, doubles in about 
11 years, and he lost sleep as he thought 
how many -times 11 years went in 77 
years. 
When the cynical husband 


finally referred the question of bis 
lossea to a bank man he learned that in 
50 years the $80 in gold would have 
amounted to $1,473.60. Without figur- 
uring any further on the problem, the 
bank man said he would easily con- 
sider that $10,000 was lost by saving $80. 


It is not an unusual thing in some of 


the old banks to have an account doub- 
led many tunes over arid over again. 
One day last week in the Worcester 
county institution for savings, an ac- 
count was reckoned at $244.08, which 
originally was but $10.65. Nothing had 
ever been added or taken from the 
bank account, and it was left to accu- 
mulate. 
It took about 60 years for 


the original sum to gather all that 
moss. There was another recent in- 
stance in the same bank where 81 
times the original sum was paid to a 
depositor. No'one wonders that some- 
body discovered and said that money 
makes money. 


MILITARY SYSTEM oTciERMANY 
Tae Country That Hai Been the War 


School of Europe. 


The military history and successes of 


Germany have easily made her the war 
school of Europe, and the scientific de- 
velopment of the military art, to which 
she is indebted for- the overthrow of 
Austria and France in her later wars, 
has compelled the others to follow her 
example and imitate her methods even 
to the particulars of organization and 
equipment, though unable probably to 
rival her in systematic thoroughness of 
preparation and sustained attention to 
detail. Tho system evolved by Germany 
and now substantially common to all 
the continental states, says the North 
American Review, is as a whole simple 
enough, and has for its practical object 
the conversion, so far as may be, of the 
entire nation into a military body with 
the largest amount;of training that the 
finances and other public exigencies 
will permit. 


The controlling principles may be 


summarized as follows: 1. Liability 
to service universal, and actual service 
•compulsory at the discretion of the 
state. 2. The thorough training and 
maintenance under arms in readiness 
for immediate service of as large a force 
as practicable. S. A secure simplicity 
and perfection of organization and 
equipment in every particular, large 
and small. 4, The formation, as rap- 
,dly as may be, of a regular reserve, 
tram which the active ranks can be at 
onoe expanded frocs a peace to a war 
footing with fully trained" men. 5. 
T he~f ormation and partial training of a 
ailitia, which in the absence of th« 
regular troops Is to occupy garrisons 
and forts, construct defenses, maintain 
order at home, «T?fl supply tho waste of 
war by filling vacancies In the field. 6. 
The enrollment of every citizen into a 
tore* that may be levied en masse in 
case of invasion. 7. Careful study and 
solution, in advance, of every possible 
military complication hi order that 
jrompt and concerted action shall fol- 
ow a declaration of war.

Almost any pilot will tell you that 


his work is much more difficult than 
you imagine; but the pilots of the 
Hugli know that they have.-one hun- 
dred miles of the most dangerous-river 
on earth running through their hands— 
the Hugli between Calcutta and the 
Bay of Bengal—and say nothing. Their 
service is picked and sifted as carefully 
as the bench of the supreme court, for a 
judge can only hang the wrongzoan, but 
a careless pilot can lose a four thousand 
ton ship with crew and cargo in less 
Umo than It takes to reverse the en- 
gines. 


There is very little chance of getting 


'off again when onco you touch hi the fu- 
rious current of this river loaded with 
all the fat silt of the fields of Bengal, 
where soundings change two feet be- 
tween tides and new channels make or 
efface themselves in a season. Men have 
fought the Hugli for two hundred 
years till, now, 
the river owns a huge 


building with drawing, survey and tele- 
graph departments devoted to its exclu- 
sive service, as well as a body of war- 
dens who are called the port commis- 
sioners. 


They and their officers govern abso- 


lutely" from the Hugli bridge to the last 
buoy at Pilot's Ridge,'one hundred and 
forty miles away, and out in the Bay of 
Bengal, where the steamers first pick 
•up the pilots from the brig. 


A Oiigli pilot does not bring^papers 


aboard or scramble up rope ladders., 
Ho arrives in his best clothes with a 
native servant or assistant to wait on 
him, and ho behaves as a man should 
who can earn ten thousand dollars a 
year after twenty years' apprentice- 
ship. 
Fie has beautiful rooms In the 


port oflice at Calcutta, and generally 
keeps himself to the society of his own 
profession, for though the telegraph 
reports the more important soundings 
of the river daily there i» much to be 
learned between trip and trip. 


Some millions of tons of shipping 


must find their way to and from Cal- 
cutta each twelve-month, and unless 
the Hugli were watched as closely as 
men watch the Atlantic cables there is 
a fear that it might silt up as it has 
silted up round the old Dutch and 
Portugese ports twenty and thirty 
miles behind Calcutta, So the port of- 
fice sounds and scours and dredges and 
builds spurs and devices for coaxing 
currents and labels all the buoys with 
their proper letters and attends to the 
semaphores and the lights and the 
drum, ball and cone storm signals, and 
the pilots of the Hugli do the rest, but. 
in spite of all the care the Hugli swal- 
lows a ship or two every year. 


When .Martin Trevor had followed 


this life from his boyhood; when he 
had risen to be a senior pilot entitled to 
bring up to Calcutta the big ships 
drawing over twenty-four feet that 
can < or could till a few years ago) only 
pass by special arrangement; when ho 
had talked nothing but Hugli and pi- 
lotage all his life, he was exceedingly 
indignant that his only son shoxild de- 
cide upon following his father's profes- 
sion. Mrs. Trevor had died when the 
boy was n child,-and as he grew older 
Trevor, in the intervals of his business, 
no-deed that the lad was very often by 
the river side—no nice place for a boy.

till he learned that men who deal with 
men can afford to be careless on the 
chance of their fellows being like them;

Among the most interesting obwrra- 


tions'of Man during' the recent opposi- 
tion were those relating1 to the gradual 
disappearance of the mow cap sur- 
rounding its aouthern pole, The disap- 
pearance was due, of course, to the 
fact that it waa summer In the south- 
ern hemisphere of. Man, and the polar 
snows melted more and more rapidly 
as the sun rose higher upon them. Yet, 
although the reason was plain, and be- 
cause" it was plain, one could not watch 
the process without, experiencing 
strange feeling thaV amounted almost 
to awe. It Is quite easy, says the Sci- 
entific American, to .think dispassion- 
ately of -the possibility that some things 
may go on in other worlds just as {hey 
do iii this one as long aa your eyes have 
:not '"'confirmed what Is "in your; mindj 
bat when peering through a telescope 
yon actually behold such occurrences, 
the effect is startling. It is like com- 
ing suddenly in broad daylight upon 
<^ie scenery of 
v a; idream. On Jnnel 


the snow around the south pole of Man 
was 3,400 miles across. A snow cap of 
proportionate dimensions on the earth 
would, in the northern hemisphere, ex- 
tend as far south as St. Petersburg, the 
southern point of Greenland and Mount 
St. Elias in Alaska, By July 1 the di- 
ameter of the snowy area had dimin- 
ished to about 1,600 .miles. On August 
1 it waa only 1,100 miles and on August 
81, the date gf- .the summer solstice. in 
the southern hemisphere of Mars, the 
snow cap was but 500 miles across. But 
heat accumulates in a Martian summer 
after the sun has begun to decline, just 
as it does upon the .earth, and accord- 
ingly the melting of ,:the snows contin- 
ued after the solstice was passed. :At 
the end of September the diameter of 
the snow-covered region was only about 
850 miles, and at the opening of 
her it was less than 200 miles. 


N6w comes a curious fact. About the 


middle of October it was reported that 
the polar snow cap of Mars had van- 
ished; some of the ,most powerful tele- 
scopes failed to reveal a trace of itl 
Yet it is not probable that it had actual- 
ly entirely disappeared. The explana- 
tion of the apparent disappearance is 
no doubt to be found in the fact that 
as the snow area diminished it left the 
pole uncovered by receding to one side, 
lor previous observations have shown 
•(hat on Mars, as on the earth, what 
may be called the "pole of, cold" 
does not correspond in location with the 
pole of the planet's axis. SchiapareUi's 
observations in 1877 and 1879 showed 
that the center of the snow cap during 
its mininiu.m in those years was dis- 
placed toward that side of the pole 
corresponding to an areographic longi- 
tude of about 40 degrees. -With the 
other side of the planet turned toward 
the 
earth the snow cap would 


have been 
invisible, being, so to 


to speak, hidden behind the pole. This 
is apparently 
just 
what 
occurred 


in the middle of October last. The 
south pole was then free frpm _lce, 
and 


the center of the "snowy region was 
displaced, as in 1877 and 1879, along the 
meridian of 40 degrees. But it was on 
the other side of the planet which was 
at that time presented toward the 
earth during the best hours for obser- 
vation, and consequently no polar snow 
was seen; not because it had no^exist- 
ence, but because it was concealed." 


It is probable, however, that at .its 


minimum the snow cap was exceeding- 
ly small, perhaps less than one hundred 
miles in diameter. No such rapid and 
and extensive disappearance of anew 
and ice ever occurs upon the earth,: al- 
though the. advocates of an open polar 
sea may find encouragement in the 
fact that the uncovered south pole of 
Mars corresponds in color and general 
appearance with what are believed to 
be the water areas of that planet, while 
what remains of the snow cap in such 
circumstances rests apparently upon a 
mass oi laud, perhaps no more than an 
island rising out of the polar ocean. 
Owing to the larger eccentricity of ', it* 
orbit, the extremes of temperature; on 
Mars are greater, than upon the earth,' 
although the total amount of, the solar 
heat received Iff the planet is less than 
half as much as we get. But more im- 
portant than these differences is the 
rarity of Mars' atmosphere, which has 
been so clearly demonstrated by the 
recent spectroscopio observations of 
Prof. Campbell. It may not be scien- 
tific, but it is certainly human to ask 
whether it is probable that human be- 
ings resembling ourselves were includ- 
ed in the field of view of our telescopes 
last autumn, while we watched the 
southern snows of Mars sparkling to 
the sun and melting away at his ardent 
-touch. If such beings are there they 
must exist in an atmosphere less than 
one-quarter as extensive as the earth's.

brought to light heretofore have been 
roofless, 
almost without exception.

The roof measures almost forty-four 
feet.in length."

Were the Performances of San- 


lanelli, the Hypnotist. 


He Give* a Seance at the Opera House for 


the Benefit of Froremiloiia) Men Venter, 


day Afternoon — Shown That What 


lie Don't Know About Hypno- 


tism Ain't Worth Knowing, 


Santanelli, professor and master of 


the science hypnotique, gave an exhi- 
bition at the opera house yesterday af- 
ternoon for the benefit of physicians 
and other professional men. Neat in- 
vitations had been sent to these gen 
tic men, and quite a large number of 
them responded. Among those who 
were present when the exhibition 'be- 
gan were Dr. Mary Cotton, Dr. D. B. 
Cotton, Drs. Biog, Pixley, Schleifer, 
Fulton, Slnpel, Gibson and Pennington. 


Santanelli had on hands as fit sub- 


jects four, gentlemen of color, Will 
Parker, kelson Beeson, Tom Jackson, 
and Clarence Swan, to secure whom he 
had spent a morning on Eleventh street. 
Before beginning his experiments San- 
tanelli said he did not profess to do 
anything anybody else could not do- 
There was nothing supernatural about 


' hypnotism. Jt dealt essentially with 
facts. 
Theories 
had 
no place 
in 


hypnotism. Where a subject was will- 
ing he could not fail, and it depended 
on the subject whether or not he was 
hypnotized. 


The professor then gave the colored 


men a whirl, He threw them on the' 
floor and stiffened them out in pro- 
found hypnosis, as stiff and straight as 
a board. He then took a needle and 
thread, or rather Dr. Fnlton did, at 
Santanelli's request, and with it pierc- 
ed the boys cheeks and sewed them to- 
gether. Not a muscle in the faces of 
any of the four quivered and there -was 
not a drop of blood. When • awakened 
the boys felt nothing, knew nothing of 
what had been doae to them. Tnis 
drew forth many expressions of won- 
derment from the assembled physicians 
and domonstrated beyond a doubt that 
the professor understood his business. 


The senso of taste was then destroy- 


ed in one of the boys and he gulped 
down cayenne pepper in evident de- 
light under the impression that it was 
cinnamon. 


Santanelli then undertook to make 


Nelson Beeson drunk on a glass of 
water. This he did by telling Nels 
that it was gin'and that h'e wanted a 
drink awful bad. Sure enough when 
Nelson was in a state of hypnosis he 
wanted the water, calling it gin. His 
eyes sparkled and his whole beint; 
fairly trembled with eagerness. Nel- 
son wanted that "gin" and wanted it 
bad. 
When he got it he gulped 


down 
a 
whole 
glass 
full 
at 


one 
swallow, 
and 
wanted 
more 


It made him, oh, so drunk. He reeled 
and staggered about the 
platform, 


tried to stand on his head, etc., etc. 
His pulse got all out of time and his 
temperature went up. In fact, Nelson 
had all the symptoms of a drunken 
man. 
Ho was then made to recover, 


and had a splitting headache and a few- 
other attendant symptoms,fellows who 
have been therejsnow all about. This 
was one of the most successful things 
of the afternoon. Inasmuch as a man 
only does in hypnosis what he is famil- 
iar with, tho inference is Nelson has 
been there before. 
v 


One of tho young men then chased 


about the stage, trying to keep his 
nose real close to a cane, while his 
friends wore having considerable troub- 
le sitting down, owiug to the presence 
of nails or tacks in the chairs. Will Par- 
ker was given a jumping toothache and 
Tom Jackson made to act as dentist 
and treat him. In true style Tom ad- 
vised that the tooth be pulled. Clar- 
ence Swan was made to swear that his 
name was little Nellie Johnson, and Bill 
Stropos, the barber, was made as deaf 
as a wooden post, and- made to look all 
around for Dr. Biug While the doctor 
was near him, A plaster also failed to 
produce any redness on William. 


Professor Santanolli was decidedly 


"in it" in his experiments, and what 
lingering doubts there were in tho 
minds of those present were dispelled 
when he made his subjects hot OQ one 
sirto and cold on tho other.
